THE DAWN OF AN ERA. 
With the closing of our gates to the vast current 

of humanity from the old world which has poured 
into our country since the close of the civil con- 
flict, the American nation will turn to the evolution 
of its own nature and destiny unperturbed, or at 
any rate less and less pért by the inner 
thrusts and pulls of alien sympathies, interests and 
modes of thought. 

There are Americans, of the olf strain and of 
the new, who fear om have no sympathy for an 
intensification of national personality. Many think 
of nationalism as jingoism, as warmaking aggres- 
sion. They please themselves with the sentimental | 
dream of a world without national lines or di- 
visions and they would have the American people 
lead the way by a sacrifice of its own independence. 
We do not intend discussing that idea hersn. We 
believe the profound instinct of a people to evolys 
their own special contribution to human progress 
will overcome it, if given fair play, and in the 
new era it will have, we trust, a freer play than 
it has had for many years. ‘ 

We do not pretend to prophesy what America 
will become when once it is free. Certainly it will: 
not be a hermit realm or be uninfluenced by the | 
great currents of the world’s life. We cannot say 
in what degree our institutions will be modified or 
replaced, our doctrines qualified, amended, or sur- 
rendered for new. We know that all living organ- 
isms change, that change is the inexorable law of 
life, whether of progress or decay. What we may 
hope, what it is our duty to hope and work for, 
js that unescapable change shall be for better and 
not for worse; that we shall preserve what is good 
in our heritage and not permit its deterioration 
through indifference and want of understanding. 

During the period of American history which is 
now, we frust, ending, American principles and in- 
stitutions have been put under a heavy yet almost 
unregarded strain. In both’ the economic and 
social field new conditions have brought new prob. 
lems for the individual and forthe community. 
At the same time there has been an enormous in- 


personal experience, and modes of thought or feel/ 
ing are unlike those of the American people as it 
developed from its own experience in the colonies 
and early republic. The greater part of this later

FROM THE CHICAGO PLAN 
COMMISSION.» 

Chicago, May 23.—At the election June 
2 the voters of Chicago will be called 
upon to pass on two bond issues for 
Chicago plan improvements. Ons is an 
issue of $1,000,000 to complete the Roose- 
velt road improvement. The other is an 
issue of $10,000,000 for the South Water 

street improvement. 

The urgent need for finishing the 
Roosevelt road improvement to provide 
relief for the west side needs no ¢x- 
planation nor argument, except to say 
that of course we cannot get the full 
good of the improvement until the 
viaduct and bridge have been completed. 

The South Water street improvement 
is of great importance to the entire 
city. With the carrying out of the two 
level South Water street, improvement, 
the city will complete a quadrangle of 
wide streets around the congested cen- 
tral district. This will reduce downtown 
street congestion 41 per cent-cut the 
present congestion nearly in Yalf. To 
do that will benefit every section of 
Chicago and every individual in the city. 

In the first place, the removal of the 
produce market to a better location will 
make possible an annual saving of $12,- 
00,000. for the people of Chicago- 
$2,000,000 more than the bond issue. 
The $10,000,000 bond issue comes but 
once; the $12,000,000 saving will repeat 
Ytself every year, year after- year. 

Besides that, everything that “we eat, 
wear, and use has, of necessity, to be 
carted to and fro across overcrowded 
downtown streets before it reaches the 
consumer... The serious congestion of 
our downtown streets causes much un- 
necessary delay and adds considerably 
to the cost of modities. To reduce 
the present cofigestion 41 per cent will 
mean a marked reduction in the pres- 
ent high cost of everything transported 
over our downtown streets, and a con- 
sequent reduction in the cost of living. 
There are still other benefits to come 
from this improvement; such as greatly 
increased property values throughout a 
wide surrounding district ; increased an- 
nual revenue for the city; an increase 
in the assessed value of preperty, and 
a consequent enlargement of the city’s 
bonding power. 

The Roosevelt road and South Water 
street improvements are fundamental. 
They are essential to help Chicago main- 
tain.its commercial standing. They are 
beneficial in a number of ways to the 
en city and to every section. Both 

‘issues should be passed by an 
overwhelming majority. I urgently re- 
quest that you aid us in presenting the 
situation to the people of Chicago, with 
a recommendation that they vote “ Yes” 
on both the Roosevelt road and South 
Water street bond issues.

By tedious traffic counts, the plan 
commission has determined that 25 
percent of the vehicles which daily 
enter the downtown district have no 
business therein but are destined for 
points beyond. The quadrangle will 
permit this 25 per cent to skirt around 
the loop instead of attempting to jam 
through it. Accordingly the central 
business district congestion will be re- 
lieved 25 percent. But that is not all. 
Seven years ago, when it was believed 
that there were as many vehicles in 
South Water street daily as it was pos- 
sible to accommodate, it was asserted by 


the Plan commission that the removal | 
‘lof the produce and fruit market frormh 


Seuth Water street would take 15,714 
vehicle trips a day out of loop streets. 
That 16. per cent reduction added to the 
26 per cent cut totals 41 per cent. No 
one has suggested, to say nothing of 
designing, a rival plan which would 
bring so much relief for street conges- 
tion where its effect is most costly 
and detrimental 
‘A Glance at the Futare. 


Few fully appreciate that the loop, 
with its 19 thoroughfares and 57 inter- 
sections, is today built up only 560 
per cent of its capacity; and with- 
in a comparatively short time—as 
large structures rise skyward—the 
loop with its crawling traffic will be 
jammed almost to a standstill—unless 
this relief is obtained. 

Let everyone realize that in Chicago, 
the great central market, the distri- 
buting center of the nation, experts 
assert that nearly every commodity 
from producer to local consumer passes 
through some corner of the central 
business district. If it must creep 
through, the cost of delivery is in- 
creased and the increase is passed on 
to the consumer. In that respect, the 


effect of the project has fts tnfiuence 
not only on the outskirts of the city 
but on the surrounding suburbs of Chi- 
cago. That added cost is one factor in 
the $12,000,000 economic loss a year. 
Will Take 10 Millions a Year. 

“The people of Chicago,” says Chair- 
man Wacker of the plan commission, 
“will save in one year the entire 
amount of the proposed bond issue of 
$10,000,000.” 

But if the public should decline to 
voluntarily contribute this sum for the 
prospective bénefits the taxpayers— 
among whom there are more renters 
than property owners—will be com- 
pelled to pay $9,000,000 and receive few 
benefits in comparison. The federal 
government has so decreed. It may 
add penalties, as it has heretofore, for 
unnecessary delay. 

The Washington authorities have de- 
cided that the bridges over the river 
are too close to the water.

The tribunal, presided over by Pau! 
Moriaud, the famous Swiss jurist, ruled 
that while in principle it was com- 
petent to act in matters regarding con- 
tracts, the treaty of Versailles had_in 
this particular instance deprived it of 
jurisdiction. 

Up to Reparations Commission, 

According fo the stipulations of the 
treaty, as interpreted by the tribunal, 
the deported persons must look ex- 
clusively to the governments con- 
cerned and the reparation commission 
tg obtain indemnity for their losses 
and damages. 

The judgment draws attention par- 
ticularly to “the fagrant and atro- 
cious violation of international law 
and the Hague conventions commit- 
ted by Germany,” but continues: 

“This tribunal must declare itself 
incompetent regarding the indemnities 
claimed by the deportees for salaries 
unpaid by Germany and damages for 
disability for work resulting from the 
bad treatment to which they were 
subjected under the deportations.” 

Deportees Formed Association.

This statement shows that “the 
average farmer in this group received 
last year almost $6,000 cash for his 
live stock, crops, and dairy products, 
eggs and chickens. Of course, some 
went above this figure, while others 
fell below. After the expenses were 
paid there was more than $2,000 left 
for the farmer to spend, besides $214 


worth of farm products used by the 
family, and house rent estimated at 
$216. The invoice is not accounted 
for in this statement, but $664 is de- 
ducted for unpaid family labor, which 
still leaves an income of approximate 
ly $2,000 a year. 

This study of the farm’s business, 
with figures to show exactly what 
was happening, has made it possible 
for these farmers to make great strides 
in cutting down production costs, in- 


creasing production, eliminating crops | 


or live stock that did not pay, and 
adding crops and live stock that re 
turned a more satisfactory revenue. 
When the work was started in 1920, 
Prof. Pond said, the average produc- 
tion per cow was only 167 pounds of 
butter fat. This figure has been in- 
creased until last year the average was 
211 pounds among the twenty-two 
farmers, which is an increase of forty- 
four pounds per cow since the book- 
keeping system was started. This has 
been brought about with an increase 
in feed costs of only $5 and a decrease 
of twenty-two hours per head in 
amount of labor, Avhich practically off- 
set the increasé in the cost of feed. 
This is an important factor when it is 
considered that more than 60 per cent 


of the income among these farmers is | 
from dairy products. 

Another striking improvement that. 
has come along with better business | 
methods of these farms has been an /| 
enormous increase in the acreage of 
alfalfa in Steele county — not only | 
among the men who are keeping books 
but among their neighbors who have 
been influenced by the farmers who 
are checking up on the value of differ. 
ent creéps. 

A Striking Example, 

On the Grass brothers’ farm there is 
a striking example of what good busi: 
ness methods mean to the farmer. For 
three years they have been producing 
pork below the average cost of produc: 
tion. Last year, for instance, the 
average cost of producing 100 pounds 
of pork among twenty-two farmers 
was $7.42, while the Grass brothers 
held this cost down to $6.56 a hundred. 


In 1922 they cut this cost, to $4.47 af 


hundred, while the average/was $6.56 a 
hundred.

Objections to Candies. 

The present vogue for lighting the 
table, luncheon and dinner, with 
candies seems to me a most unfortu- 
nate one, The dim light of candles is . 
tantalizing. The light and fire of the 
wick is.on a level with our eyes, and 
so represents a real hardship — study 
the systems of torture of barbarous 
days, Candles give off heat, and four 
on a small table or one fifty-four inches 
wide, will be too néar each eater.’ 
Candies often, or usvwally, crowd a 
table with things, and separate friend 


from friend or table opposite from 
table opposite. It is a pleasure to see 
the faces—the changes of expression 
~— of those you are talking. with, as 
you cannot, if you must look through 
a candle. Therefore, a candle is so- 
cially a distracting element on ‘an oc- 
easion when sociability is supposed to 
bave full play. And if there is the 
slightest odor, that, too, is dbjection- 
able to one who knows how closely con- 
nected ,are the fine tastes (great di- 
gestive’ stimulants) with the odors of 
foods. 

Another fundamental objection .to 
candles is that they obscure the tood 
in more ways than one, To speak ex- 
aggeratediy, I like to see on which 
side of the plate the piede of meat is 
Iam cutting, and if I e been trying 
to keep my head n lly erect with 
a candle before me I am half blinded, 
and in that condition, doubly incon- 
venienced by the dim light the candle 
gives, I am thwarted in two ways, 

The food should be the ‘attractive 
thing on the table. It showld be the 
bright and attractive thing. Food on 

heffield plate is a great deal more 
worth that setting than is a plece of 
wax of any type, bayberry, or other. 

This sounds like preaching; and it 
is preaching. The sight of attfdetive 
food stimulates our digestive powers 
to do good work, and the better work 
they do the greater health we have 
and the more comfortablescand joyous 
human things we are. Is that impor 
tant? I should say so. It has always 
been admitted that certain influences 
like sorrow, fear and anger retard the 
digestion. There are many others 
which we now call psychological, 
which do the same thing, In general 
anything distracting, whether we rec- 
ognize it or not, is one of ghese.

these two. A beautifuly browned piece 
of meat cannot: be appreciated by the 
eye—a, digestive help—when in a dim 
ght, nor can a bouquet of asparagus 
make our mouths water when its life 
ig deadened by semi-darkness, - 

Cooking Asparagus in a Double Boiler. 
': The following method of cooking as- 
paragus, which I cunsider quite largely 
my own, has received most favorabie 
indoreement by my readers: ‘The idea 
is that it is cooked in its own steam 
and never with amy greater heat than 
boiling water outside it gives. This 
takes longer than other ways. Prob- 
ably the cooking is more perfect if the 
asparagus is first well chilled. 

Choose a double boiler the top part 
ot. which holds two and one-half quarts 
of water when it fs even full, or a 
larger one can be used for more per: 
fect and longer stalks than the mar- 
kets usually afford. Cut off about a 
third of the stump ends, or enough so 
that the stalks can stand straight in 
the boiler, without touching the cover. 

Wash the asparagus, look over each 
stalk, and do any necessary scraping 
before cutting off the stumps. Tender 
scales need not be scraped off. It is 
also a good plan to take off the least 
bit of the least fresh of the tips to, see 
that all is safe and green behind the 
scales. Sterilize by dropping the as- 
paragus into boiling water for three 
or .four minutes, then chill gn cold 
water, gather up the stalks in bunclies, 
stand in top of double boiler, and dry 
steam them for from three-fourths of 
an hour to an hour.
